On Tuesday, July 30, 1957, around

A recent field inspection of (ialt^ s 

wateri'T-orks system hy examiners of the 
Ontario Water Resources Commission

On Kay 18, I spoke to Gerry Pawelko 
who showed me the photographs he took 
of the landing-spot the following Thiirs- 
day along with Jack Stephens and their 
friend. Using a box-camera, h© photo¬ 
graphed the surroundings. Because 
photos of the ground were taken at less 
than 6 feet vfhich is the minimum dis¬ 
tance for clarity with this tjrpe of cam¬ 
era, they were a bit blurred. However, 
photos of the scorched areas showed a 
much greater amount of blurriness, than 
untouched areas. Radiation tends to 
fog or bl\ir film.
